nnd Byron were colossal figures, so big 
that no eye could- m!ss them, and tlmt 
the reason why Kipling lias enjoyed 
substantial rewards is not because of 
his political views, nor because of his 
/glorification o£ the British empire, but 
simply because of his literary genius. 
He Is n brilliant and salient exception 
to the common run of poets, not mere- 
ly Jh royalties, but In creative po'wer.
